Cleveland, Not. 22. -Yeatorday's 
session of the Woman's Chri8ti;iii Toui- 
parance nuiou was opened witb a 
HMjer by Mrs. Katharine Lente Steven- 
ion. Tlfen followed the minntea of the 
•xeentive oommitte* meetingi which 
Mad notalreadjr been reported to the 
ooDTention. The report inelnded the 
appropriation of |4,000 for the national 
•nperinteudents, the orga&iaera and 
leotnren o< the onion Into a board, 
wbloh will report atfatnre oonTentlons, 
the rMomm«ndati<m of the creation of 
a fond for the dlitrilmtion o' literature, 
tbe reoommendation tor the adoption of 
the temple oommittee report and a by- 
law providing that the state anions 
diaU not be boond by the policy or 
laws of the national, exoept in regard 
to total abfltinenoe and the ootutitn- 
tional ralingB of thenationfl 

A heated discossion then aroee over 
the adoption of the temple report, in 
which a uomber of deli-^atos partici- 
pated. After A very exciting debate thu 
committee's report was /iually uuaui- 
monsly adopted. 

Then followed the introdnotion of the 
Cleveland ladioa whose efforts were in- 
strnmental in making the convention 
the succosis it was. A very pretty ex- 
ercise and an eminently appropriate one 
followed. With a plcisaut little ad- 
dress Mr<j. Loviugcr of t'lovelaud pre- 
sented to Mrs. Alice Harris, the ua- 
tiuual superintendent of music, u huKO 
bouquet of very beautiful roses. Mrs. 
Harris rc-spcuidod feelingly and then 
sang "We'll Never Say (ioud-liy." 

The report of tlie resolutions commit- 
tee was next presunted and distributed 
throuarh tliu audience. Tiio report 
dwells at leiigtli upon the following 
subjects: "\(5uug People's KvK:u;ties," 
"Sabbath Observation," "'W. T. i^ A," 
"Equality of ( 'itizimship," "Equality in 
Morals," "Auiu.sements," "Alcoholic 
Cures," "The Daily Press," "Strikes," 
"Work Among Colored l'eoi)le," "Labor 
(Questions" and "I'rolnbitioii." There- 
port comdudes ;\8 fi)!lo\vs: 

"Kesoived. Thai wo rendcTour thanks 
to the ledei uied unions of Cleveland for 
their complete arrangements for the 
Bueees.-> of the convention, to the people 
of the city for thtur gracious hospitality, 
to the p.isuirs of the churches, who 
have \^ eieoined u^^ to their pulpits, and 
to all wdio have coutribnted to thorao- 

cess of ti.e liiiMvention." 

In tilt! .ilii riiMoii the report of the 
resolutions coniiiiitieo was again taken 
up and new resolutions were added. A 
long discussion of boys' brigades, and a 
somewhat heated one, w as started by a 
resolution protesting against putting 
arms in tlie iiands of boys, (^tlier reso- 
lutions adopted w ere one deploring the 
Armenian fiasco and advocating inter- 
national protectidii, one denfmncing the 
increase of niihi.o v Miiicatioii in public 
8cho<ds, colleges and universities, and 
one wliich raised much coiittDversy 
thanking the I'opulists for thu sulfrage 

Jilank ill the platform in Kansas, thauk- 
ng the Kepublicuus for the same thing 
in Colorado, aud thanking tha Demo- 
crats of the south for bringing a large 
area nnder local option laws. The reso- 
Intion was adopted after much discus- 
■ion. 

Several constitutional anieudmeuts 
were adopted, and several failed to 
cany. Mrs. bneil of Maasaohusetts iu- 
trodncad two ameudmanta couferriug 
more power on department aaperintend- 
ante, which were lost An amendment 
that was adopted provided that biennial 
■aiaiona should ba bald whan it was 
daamad advisabla. 

Tha cloaa of the ae s a i on waa quite im- 
uraaaive. Miaa WiUard spoke briefly, 
thanking the dalMratea for their Und- 
naaa to her and taUing tbam how atrong 
and wall lihe felt. 

Adjoommant waa moved bj Hrs. 
Forbes of Conneotiont, and tha motion 
was carried. 

"God Be With Yon Till We Meet 
Again," and the doi(ology were song, 
and Miss Carrie Smith pronounced the 
benediction. 

Immediately alter adjoornment Miss 
Willard was asked in what city the next 
convention would be held, she said: "It 
is not decided, but betwean jom and 
me, it looks like Baltimore."

Ha waa oaaof thaorgau- 
isenof the Bepnbliaan par^ b» Massa- 
chusetts and a delegate-at'large to the 
convention which nominated Abraham 
Lincoln. Jndgo BoUason waa a Uneal 
descendant of Pastor John Robinson of 
Laydou, who preached ta the Poritans 
before they sailed for America .

At the United tftates marshal's oflice it 
i.s regarded as positive that Bill Cook is 
under arrest in Texas. He is thought 
to be one of the five men captured by 
the Texas rangers at Mitchell Falls. 
The description of the man Parries, one 
of the live, exactly corresponds with 
that of Cook. This is strengthened by 
the fact that the man who answers the 
name of Skeeter is an exact counterpart 
of Baldwin, alias Skaater, of the Cdok 
gang. 

Ever since the Gorreta hold-up six 
local detectives have been on the trait 
of the bandits and have been well-post- 
ed as to their movomeuts. A week ago 
they learned that Couk and a part of 
ins band had gone toward Texas. They 
used tha wires to forward their work, 
and when they heard of the arrest of 
the five bandits montiou*id, placed great 
confidence in the belief tuat the much, 
wanted Outlaws had at last been round- 
ed up. Two of the deputies have guuo 
to Texas to identify the men and briug 
them in.

Nov. 22.— The 
jury iu the Jim Cook case yesterday re- 
turned a verdict of guilty of man- 
slaughttr for killing Sequoyah Houston 
and sentenced him to eight yea>s iu the 
Cherokee pen.

CoLtniBua, O., Nov. 3t —The court 
of inquhry yesterday in the Coit case 
heard evidence to this effect from Col« 
onel ( ,,it: He was uot at the door 
w hen the firing occurred. I..ater he re- 
ceived telephone messages to get li s 
men oat, us the house was to be blown 
up w ith dynamite. 

Colonel Coit laid stress on the fa t 
that tne orrlers to Are in case the denr.'^ 
were broken, or a stone was thrown, or 
a shot tired at the men, were given l)y 
himself. His reasons for keeping the men 
in the house after the negro had be mi 
taken there was to avoid the possibi i . i y 
of stones being thrown at the men, t im. 
necessitating firing by them aud per- 
haps the killing of innocent persons 
He also believed the withdrawal of the 
troops to the house would result in less 
excitement outside. 

In answer to a quaation relative to the 
statements that ha was intoxicated. 
Colonel Coit testified that he did uot 
enter a saloon daring the day, butou 
account of being cold in the evening 
Surgeon Guerin ipresoribed, not to ex- 
ceed two table spoonsful of stimnlent, 
and that was all the liquor he eaw or 
drank at Washington C. H. He did 
not see any of his men int<»ioated, nor 
did he see liquor in the possession oi 
any of them. 

when the order to load waa given in 
the afteruoon, the crowd numbered 
nearly 2,0<X). They were threatcuiug 
tha lives of Sheriff Cook and himself. 
The men were given positive orders 
when they first want there not to enter 
saloons. 

Colonel Coit said he was not given as 
sistance by the local police aud that his 
authority to Io<id and fire was found i;i 
the discretion given to command in.'

He stated he al.-^o called to the l)u>.uiess 
men across the t.lrci t to close their 
stores. His warnings were only pariiy 
heeded. 

POLYGAMY AMONG INDIANS. 

It la a Coiuiuon rrHctiec Aiiikii:; tht^TrilM'i* 
in New .Mexico. 

Washimoton, Nov. 32.— Captain Levi 
F. Bi^-net, Seventh cavalry, acting In- 
dian agent at Mescallero, N. M., iu a re- 
port to Comiaissioner Browning, sums 
up an evil among Indians ol that agency 
wliich IS found to prevail to greater or 
less extent among all western Indiana, 
and more especially among those still 
in a savage statii. He says: 

"Anolh' r cause of much trouble on 
this reservation is the frequent mar- 
riages among the Indians. It ottc:i 
happens Miat a man will get tireil of his 
wife after being married a few mnntiis 
and will then leave her or se'.id her 
home to her relatives. This may occur 
several times with the same persons, so 
that a mail may have three or four 
wives ami the women as inany hus- 
bands, all living. Sometimes the hiis- 
band ill tre.its Ids wife, aii<i :-iierini~. 
away to her pareuts. They often make 
up' aud live together again. 

"rievcral cases have occurred during 
the past year where pai'eiits have in- 
duced a man to marry their girl, aged, 
p> rhaps, uot over 13 or 14 years, for the 
sole purpose of keeping her out ol 
school. It usually happens that the 
parties soon separate, the girl returuin^r 
to her parents, often against the wishes 
of her husband. This causes seriou.s 
quiirrels. I do all I can to induce tln se 
p^:)rsou8 to live together when onoe they 
are married, but there is noway of com- 
pelling them to do so. 

"Polygamy is practiced to some ex- 
tent. Twelve Indians have each two 
wives, aud one has three. I advise 
against this on all occasions, but they 
do uot like any person to interfere witii 
sttoh things. I do not see how it can be 
ptorantad, as it is an old custom."

the two prisoners was cut off by the 
flames. 

Hallahan was a veterinary surgeon 
who tramped from town to town. He was 
put in over night for drunkenness. He 
has a wife aud one child living in Cof- 
feyville, Kan. Downing was a voung 
Cherokee. When Dowmng was looked 
np at night ha waa vary drunk and 
■wore he would bnm himself out before 
morning. 

Ixickuiit uf Mlilrtiuiikem. 

New York, Nov. 22. — A general lo<'k- 
ont of shirtniakers is imminent. The 
difficulty arises from au lutontiou ex- 
pressed by contractors to reduce wages 
10 per cent and,to lock-out their employes 
if the reduction is uot accepted. A meet- 
ing was held yesterday aud the shirt- 
makers resolved not to accept the cut, 
ou the ground that the contractors were 
earuing handsome profits. Six con- 
tractors yesterday closed down their es- 
tablishments. The shirtmakora hava 
been given until Saturday to dadda as 
to the proposed cut.

Sbattlk, Wash., Nov. 22.— Mount 
Ranier is in a state of mild eruption. 
The appearance of the summit is entire- 
ly changed and another peak has ap- 
peared iu its center. Hodii after sun- 
rise yolerday mor.'iiiig, the sky ijiid air 
being remarkably clear, clouds of black 
smoke were seeu curling from the south- 
western part of the peak, where the 
crater is located, coming at intarrala of 
about 13 seconds. 

Tlie dome-like t7p had disapiwared 
and b' en replaced by a flat top, with a 
large crcvas.s(> extending down the side, 
while in the center of its summit a new 
peak had api>eared ou the north side. 
The snow was nearly gone from the 
BUiumit. being melted off or fallen. A 
mass of rock slrippeil of the white cov- 
ering coulii be plainly discerned. Steam 
Is also seen mingling with tlu^ smoke, 
which rose U)() feet above the summit. 

Mount Ranier is a coue-shapod peak 
and stands slightly to the west of the 
main Cascade range, and five miles 
southeast of Seattle. It rises fully 
U,(X»0 feet above the range. It has 
throe craters, of which tin? principal 
aud must perfect is the sceue of the re- 
cent volcanic disturbance. This crater 
is half a mile across, while walls of 
rock 50 feet high aud thousands of jets 
of hot air and steam issue from this 
rim. 

The inside of the crater is filled with 
snow and ice iu, which the sniuuldoring 
volcano's steam jets have lonned in- 
numerable oaves, one of which has be ii 
penetrated by e.iplorers to a depth of luO 
feet, while they have used the steam 
Jets for cooking. It is suppo-ed that 
the walls of the crater, having been 
gradually weakened at the ba>e, have 
fallen, leaving a peak composed of the 
rock on which the snowy cone, innuul 
Columbian Crest, had formed, and that 
the internal fixes thus freed hail burst 
forth in new vigor. The eruption ins- 
came hidden by clouds soon after 3 
p. m. 

But a very few people have ever as- 
cended the mountain, and at this sea- 
son of the year the ascension is an ub- 
Bolttto impossibility. There is no way 
of i p^Ung a thorough investigation of 
tha pbanomenon. 

EARTHQUAKE. 

Tsaania SUghtljr Bhakaii, bat No aarioas 

Dnmaga Done. 

T.\co.MA, Nov. 22.— La.st night, a«aot« 
ly at '1:30 o'clock, several slight shocks 
of earthquake were felt here. Windows 
were rattled throughout the city. The 
first shock was moat severe, being ao- 
cc'iipanied by rumbling noises as of a 
distant explonon and simultaneously a 
sheet of flame waa ohaarved in the eaat- 
ern heavens. 

Tacoma looks at the mountain from a 
different point of view than Seattle. 
The side near this city, which is covered 
with one of the largest glaciers in tha 
world, seems to be oovwed with snow 
to a greater depth than nanal. 

Several parsons hare saw tha amoka 
arising from Mount Ranier yaatarday 
moruiug. Mrs. Lovell, an lowa lady, 
visiting friends, says aha saw at T 
o'clock, just before sunriae, a good 
sized column of smoke arising from tha 
mountaitftop. Its color was gray. She 
thouglit it rose too rapidly to be a 
cloud. 

Professor F. C. Plummer, a local sci- 
entist who has made a special study of 
earthtinake phenomena in the north- 
west, says: "Old Hiaton, the oldest 
Indian in Puyallup r eservation, said 
through au iuterpreter before the Ta- 
coma academy of science on Feb. 6, 
1808, that he had many times seeu fire 
and siuiiko comiug out of Mount Ra- 
nier. This was when he was a boy. 

General .Tohn C. Fremont reported on 
Nov. 1B,1&4:<, that Mount Ranier was in 
eruption. According to Professor Hol- 
deu of the Lick observatory, a violent 
eruption of the mountain occurred Oct. 
12, 1872, at 0 p. in. In May, 1880, vol- 
umes of smoke were observed issuing 
from tho/iraUir. On June 17, 1884, jets 
of steam were observed shooting up- 
ward from the monntains at intervals af 
one minute, floating eastward. Steam 
was continuously issuing from the 
crater's peak in volumes varying with 
the height of the barometer. 

"It is interesting to note," said Pro- 
fessor Plummer, "that several of the 
jilanels, including the earth, are at pres- 
ent in line, a fact which beai's out the 
theories of i'rofessor Ale.\is Perry and 
others that sucdi conditions are favorable 
to earth(iuakes and volcanic phe- 
nomenon. 

"Thare have been so far 22 large 
earthtiuakes throughout the world dur- 
ing the month of t )ctober and Novam- 
bar of tha present year."

Uopiiius University, and formerly a sta- 
tistician of the Gensus Bureau, has been 
studying; the rettirnH from the late elec- 
tion witii interesting results. " To show," 
says Mr. Waite, " that the Republican 
farmers ilid not vote for Cleveland in 
1802, 1 analyzed the election returns, 
town by town, throughout the rural dis- 
tricts of New Yorlc, and discovered that 
the rural vote for Cleveland was even 
less in 181)2 than in 1888 in every aari- 
cultural county in the Empire State. In 
Ohio it was just the same. Cleveland's 
vote in W.f2 was lees than in 1888 in 
the rural townships of all the agricultural 
counties.

621 votes for Hayes and Tildcn. The to- 
tal vote this year, however, is not much 
over 60,000, or about one-fourth of the 
full vote. 

It is the stay-at-liome party, Mr. 
Waite shows, which has made such 
phenomenal i^ains. "The immense Re- 
publican pluralities this year are not the 
r<»8ult of an extraordinary Republican 
vote, but of an ezceedinii^y small Demo- 
cratic vote. Wisconsin has not polltsd 
for the Democratic candidates such a 
small percentage of her full vote for 
twenty-five years. In Fwuiaylvuiie the 
Demoi ratic party has not cast on an im- 
portant election such a small vote for 
half a century.
